mercial Gazette has a correspondence 
from Havana which contains an interview 
with Dr. Delgado, the American citizen, 
whom the Spanish troops shot, hacked 
and left for dead. Maceothat day had fired 
Doles plantation and retreated before 
the Spaniards. 
A Spanish correspond- 


ence of twenty men, says Delgado, told 
him and several field friends to follow. 


Delgado showed his passport as an 


American and his companions did the 
same. The correspondence said he was 
obeying orders and bad nothing to do 
•with the latter. When they arrived at 
Oeneral Melgninzo's headquarters Del- 
gado said as neutrals they showed their 
passports. Melgninzo was furious and 
struck Degaldo with a machete, exclaim- 
ing, "I will shoot you just as would the 
consul Oeneral if he were here." 


The eight were tied together by a rope 


against a stone wall. 
The order was to 


cut the prisoner* down with machetes, but 
the rope broke. The soldiers were then 
ordered to fire. At the first volley Del- 
gado feigned death. 
At the second 


volley he received a bullett in the thigh. 
Six were killed, and the doctor lost con- 
sciousness. The Spanish supposed they 
were all dead and left. 
When Delgado 


recovered he found himself in a dwelling, 
where his aged father took care of him. 


Afterward the soldiers came searching 


and the two left alive escaped. 
Delgado 


had to hide in a canefleld exposed to in- 
clement weather. 
Meantime his father 


communicated with Consul Oeneral Wil- 
liams and obtained conduct to Havana. 
He is now under tbe protection of the 
United States. Dr. Delgado is a graduate 
of Columbia College and resided in New 
York from 1868 to 1877, then went to Cuba. 
and took charge of Dolore; plantation.

racy of Massachusetts are assembled here 
today to elect delegates to the Chicago 
convention and declare their principles. 


It is an enthusiastic convention, almost 


surpassing in that respect the recent 
Republican gathering that placed Reed in 
the presidential race. 


The convention was called to order at 


11 o'clock in Music hall by Judge John 
Corcoran. The work of organization 
began at once. 
Thomas Oargan was 


chosen chairman of the committee on 
resolutions and John Tbayer of Worcester 
was made permanent chairman, 


The committee on credentials reported 


1216 delegates present representing thirty- 
one cities and 32-7 towns. 


Chairman Thayer then addressed the 


convention in a speech of about halt an 
hour's duration, referring to the correct- 
ness of Democratic home and foreigh 
policy, and closing with a eulogy on Mr. 
Cleveland. 


Tlra Platform. 


The chief interest of the day centered 


in the platform and its declaration on 
money, the tariff and presidential prefer- 
ences. 


The platform as adopted congratulates 


Mr. Cleveland "on the firmness and abil- 
ity and wisdom with which he has guided 
the helm of state as the pilot to whom 
the people and the business interests of 
the country have looked anxiously, yet 
confidently during the past three years to 
steer them through many troublous and 
stormy seas." 


The republican party is denounced as to 


blame for all the financial ills of the 
country because it inaugurated the pres- 
ent money policy. 


The money plant is of the stiffest gold 


character. It reads in part: "We demand 
the maintenance of the existing gold 
standard of value, and that the govern- 
ment shall keep all its obligations at all 
times redeemable and payable in gold; 
and we oppose the free coinage of silver 
andany further purchases of silver bul- 
lion or the coinage thereof of government 
account." 


The tariff question is but very lightly 


touched on and in few words, not men- 
tioning the Wilson bill, but endorsing free 
raw material. 


The platform denounces the Republican 


party as "croqueting with a secret politi- 
cal organization." 


Cleveland's Venezuelan policy is en- 


dorsed, sympathy for Cuba is expressed. 
Mr. Olney is referred to as "an epoch- 
making statesman—a distinguished son of 
Massachusetts,—a great American." 


Without instructing or pledging their 


state delegates, the platform speaks for 
William E. Russell as follows: "The 
Democrats of Massachusetts earnestly 
recommend to the consideration of the

Mr, Moody began his address without

There is, he said, at the present time a 
tendency to give np portions of tbe Bible, 
but we must take the whole of it or none. 
If I can cut out what I don't like, every 
one else has the same right. The result 
would be that after the adulterer, the 
drunkard, the covetous man, the rum 
seller and other evil-doers had got through 
with it we should have no Bible left. I 
believe this whole book is authority, the 
Old Testament as well as the New. 


Can't I'litlernlunl II. 


Some people complain that there are 


many things In the Bible they can't 
understand. There are things in nature 
we can't understand, and if we can't 
understand all about natural things how 
can we expect to know all about spiritual 
things? 
If I could read this book 


as I can read any other 1 should have 
been through with it forty years ago. I 
believe the story of the children of Israel 
being fed on manna, and the story ol 
Jonah and the whale. 
It is a master 


stroke of satan to get people not to believe 
these things. 


Science vs. God'* Power. 


Science says the construction of a whale's 


i throat would render it a physical impossi- 
bility for one , to swallow a man, and 
therefore this story is set down as utterly 
overthrown. But the Bible says God pre- 
pared a great flsh. Now God could make 
a fish big enough to swallow this whole 
audience. There is nothing that God can- 
not do. "I don't believe in the supernat- 
ural," say many, but take the supernatu- 
ral out of the Bible and I wouldn't take it 
home with me. Either those Bible stories 
are true or the men who wrote them knew 
they were lying. There is more oftha 
supernatural in the four Gospels than in 
any other part of the book. From the 
time Christ was born until he died on tbe 
cross there was something supernatural 
connected with his life every day. The 
casting out of devils, healing the sick, 
stilling the wind and withering tbe fig, 
tree, all these were supernatural, and at 
the time of the crucifixion the sun dark- 
ened its face and tbe earth reeled and 
trembled like a drunken man. It is ab- 
surd to say, "I believe the Bible, but not 
the supernatural;" and equally absurd to 
say "I can accept the New Testament, but 
not the Old." 


Tbe Bible oil Good. 


This book is all good. There are too 


many Christians who take only parts of 
it, and so they are not rounded out. 
I 


believe in all tbe helps we can get, and if 
any man can spend four or five years in 
writing a Life of Christ I can afford to 
take time to read it. These things are all 
good, but when you come to the Sunday 
school class you want the Bible. 


Mr. Moody told how when be went to 


Sunday school his lessons were in a ques- 
tion book and he knew nothing about 
the Bible when he was sixteen years old. 


This he pronounced a burning shame. 


There ought, he said, to be a Bible in 
every pew, and every one in the church 
and Sunday school ought to be familiar 
with it. And let us have the whole book, 


How People Judge II. 


I never met but one skeptic who had 


read the Bible through. No book in the 
world is misjudged like the Bible. Peo- 
ple decline to criticize any other book 
until they have read it carefully, but they 
do not hesitate to discount the Bible 
while they know nothin g or very little 
about it. But the Bible is not a back 
number. It still stands in spite of the 
critics, as the moon shines on in spite of 
the barking of the dog.

Some ministers take a text from tbe

300 or 400 people had crowded around the 
entrances to the church and were waiting 
for the door to be opeued. The throng 
increased. Meanwhile a committee of 
clergymen and deacons had gone to the 
depot to meet Mr. Moody. The train 
arrived, but not the evangelist. 
He was 


at once reached by wire, and stated that 
he was going to Pitlsfield tomorrow and 
not yesterday. The crowd at the church 
were informed of the mistake, and the 
disappointment was universal. 
Up to 


2:45 p. m. people kept coming in large 
numbers from far and near up and down 
the country. 


"It is estimated that 1.500 people went 


to the church. Among them was Kev. 
T. C. Luce of Richmond. He said he was 
not so much disappointed for himself as 
for his wife. "She needs it worse than I 
do," he said. 
L. B. Barnard strolled 


down from tbe north part of town, and 
seeing that something -'was up," guard- 
edly asked: "Does Moody preach some- 
where in town sometime?"

SHALL LIQUOR LICENSES BE RAISED 


TO $2000? 


T icre is a probability, at least, that the 


pru e of liquor licenses iu this city may be 
raided from S1SOO to 52000 by the new 
license commission. It is known that one 
of the members of that commission is 
heartily in favor of raising the price and 
is < nergetically working for that end. 


'1 he reasons for raisins the price of 


lie i nses are not difficult to find, nor are 
they without a good deal of force. 


nne of the principles of high license,— 


thi policy to which this down is com- 
ni.ited,- is that a large per cent, of the 
profits of the liqnor business shall go into 
thi public treasury, and that the price of 
hii-h licenses should be as high as it can 
be without bringing about the danger of 
neoret illegal liquor selling, caused by 
muting the legal sale entirely nnproflta- 
bli and so, impossible, because of a too 
hitrh figure for license. 


1 low can we decide what Is that price 


foi license which meets this condition? 
Is it anything else than the demand fur 
lici nses in comparison with the supply ? 
At ?1SOO our license commissioners have 
8" per cent, more applications than they 
Cciu legally grant. With such ail over-de- 
mand, is the raising to $2000 unreason- 
able? Would this figure cause any ap- 
plicants to withdraw? 
Doesn't this 


gnat rush for licenses mean that the 
limior business at *1SOO is more profitable 
Ui.-ui the high license theory intends that 
it -.hould be? 


With this main argument, are coupled 


m1 nor considerations. The city, if nine- 
It en licenses are granted, would gain a 
material sum in revenue, and the new ex- ' 
pe:ise to the cityof the license commission 
r>.i»re than paid. It is the tirst year of the 
city government when a change can best 
be made. The city of Pittsfield, of about 
our own size and conditions, finds $2000 a 
p. oper price to be paid for licenses. 


Such are the arguments for raising the 


pi ice of license. 


There are considerations against the 


proposed change, and they are found in 
the answer to this question: Are rot the 
In iuor dealers of Xorth Adams paying as 
h..jh a price for license as they can afford 
and yet do a strictly legal business? Are 
they barely more than making a living 
profit paying the present license prices? 


The opinion of many is that with a few 


exceptions the liquor business here is not 
profitable and that some license-holders 
ate even losing money. 


More than that, is it safe to argue that 


the SO per tent, of applicants more than 
can be accommodated are clear-headed 
business men who know that the business 
is so profitable as their demand for it 
\\ ould make it appear? Or are they of the 
class who s,ay: "1 want to try it for one 
j oar anyway," and are experimenters in 
the business with exaggerated ideas about 
its profits? In short, is this80 per cent. 
ti \er-demaud due to the present large pro- 
tits of the business or due to a mere desire 
to try the business without knowing what 
it is? 


These are the considerations, It aeema to 


us, from which our license commissioners 
must conclude as to the $1800 or |2000 
licenses. If the business will stand $2000, 
it should pay it. IT it is now taxed up to 
what it will stand it should remain where 
it is. And the welfare to be considered is 
that of the public and the tax-payer not 
that of the liquor-seller.

Four Hundred Contlnuoni Rounds Fired 


Without Cleaning—Fired with Defec- 


tive Ammunition and Cxoexlv* 


Charges—TcMts of Other Onnl. 


New York, April 21.—The New York 


state board of examiners to select im- 
proved arms for the National guard 
commenced the test of arms submitted 
for examination in the 
Thirteenth 


regiment armory, Brooklyn, yesterday. 
The board is organized for the selec- 
tion of rifles for the equipment of the 
National guard of the state of New 
York, such rifles to be ol American 
invention and manufacture. Each rifle 
must be accompanied by a written 
agreement to manufacture such arms 
in the United States, not exceeding 
l.">,000, as may be required by the state, 
at a cost not to exceed 520. The 
Savage Arms company's rifle was 
tested yesterday. The inventor of the 
arm is A. W. Savage, who has spent 
lour years in perfecting his weapon. 
The Savage Arms company's factory is 
in course of building, and the rifle 
submitted was manufactured by the 
I'ratt & Whitney company of Hart- 
ford, Conn. 


Successful Testa. 


The tests to which the Savage rifle 


was submitted are much more severe 
than those required by tho government 
in the case of the regulation army rifle. 
In all 45>4 shots were fired during the 
test. The board made a thorough test 
of the magazine, with a view of ascer- 
taining whether the gun could be 
jammed in feeding the cartridges from 
the magazine into the breech opening 
cr when used as a single loader. The 
magazine worked successfully, no mat- 
ter in what position the cartridge was 
placed. The endurance test consisted 
of firing W) continuous rounds with- 
out cleaning, the gun 
being exam- 


ined at the end of every fifty rounds 
and cooled down. The weapon stood 
the test without the slightest sign of 
heating at the breach or in the action, 
and without a single displacement of 
any kind. 
After the endurance test 


the gun was tried with defective am- 
munition and excessive charges. These 
tests were for the purpose of observing 
the action for clogging and safety. For 
the defective ammunition test five shots 
were fired with alternate good and de- 
fective 
cartridges. The 
cartridges 


were made defective by thinning down 
the cap almost to 4 transparency. The 
result was very satisfactory. In two 
of the defective cartridges a hole was 
blown right through the primer and 
the gas driven back on the breech, one 
of the most dangerous experiments, 
w ithout in any way injuring the arm. 


Congratulated the Inventor. 


For the excessive charges, three 


shots were fired with a lanyard; 
the cartridges were loaded with forty 
grains of smokeless powder compressed 
into the regular shell. In one case the 
primer was blown clean out, and in 
another the priming was burst, but 
without any ill effect on the action. 
The arm was then taken apart and 
tho-oug-hly cleaned. 
The dust test 


concluded the examination. 
This test 


was almost twice as severe as the regu- 
lar test, but the riile came through 
with flying colors. The weapon was 
placed in a closed box under an expo- 
sure of sand, blown into the box. Four 
exposures were made and after each 
exposure six shots were fired. The gun 
was not allowed to be cleaned, but be- 
fore firing the dust was blown off and 
the gun wiped with the hand. 
The 


board of course would make no state- 
ment regarding the weapon until the 
final tes,ts, when their report will be 
submitted to the governor, but all the 
members congratulated the inventor 
on the splendid performance of his 
weapon. To-day the Brig-gs-Kneeland 
rifle will be tested, and the examination 
will be continued during the week, 
one d»3' for each gun.

IS STILL A MYSTERY 


Officially Denied That Dr. Nanaen 


Has Beached the North Pole. 


NOTING HEARD OF THE EXPLORER 


Ivory Seekeri on the New Siberian Iilandl 


H»ve Seen No Signs of nil Ship— 


Tho Rumor Effectually 


Disposed Of. 


London, April 31.—The tlaily Graphic 


to-day publishes a dispatch from Chris- 
tiania saying that the governor of 
Yakutsk reports officially that the in- 
habitants of Ust-Yansk have not heard 
anything about Dr. Nansen, the Arctic 
explorer, who was recently reported to 
be 
returning 
after 
having 
dis- 


covered the North Pole. The governor 
adds that the ivory seekers on the New 
Siberian islands did not see any ship 
between May and November of last 
year. This dispatch pretty effectually 
disposes of the report that Dr. Nansen 
was returning to civilization after 
making a discovery that has so long 
baffled so many explorers. The ru- 
mor of Dr. Nansen's return 
came 


from Ust-Yansk, near the coast of 
the Arctic ocean, cast of the Lena 
delta, and the trading post nearest to 
the New Siberian islands. An official 
was dispatched some weeks ago from 
Yakutsk to Ust-Yansk to inquire into 
the truth of the of the report which 
was circulated by a Siberian trader, 
an agent for Dr. Nansen. He informed 
the prefect of Kolyask that he had re- 
ceived information that Dr. Nansen 
had reached the Korth Pole, where ha 
had found land, and was on his way 
back, but no details could bo had. 
Hence the Russian government sent a 
man to make inquiries, and the official 
report of the governor of Yakutsk, in 
which the province of Ust-Yansk is 
located, presumably contains the re- 
sult of this government agent's inves- 
tigations.

Washington, April 81.—In the oral 


discussions of Cuban affairs which 
have taken place between the Spanish 
minister and Secretary Olney during 
the last two weeks an informal memo- 
randum of some fifty or sixty reform 
measures which, under certain contin- 
gencies, the Spanish government is 
willing to accord to Cuba, is under- 
stood to have played an important 
part. These conditions are entirely 
distinct from the decree of the 15th of 
March, 1895, which was promulgated 
by the Spanish queen regent seventeen 
days after the outbreak of the insurrec- 
tion, and which was coutersigned by 
Buenaventura De Abaiv.r.za, minister 
of tho colonies, himself a native of Ha- 
vana. That decree provided a system 
of government for the island of Cuba 
and for the readjustment of its civil 
administration, but left, as now, abso- 
lute revisionary power in the hands of 
the governor-general. 


Not Likely To Succeed. 


The new proposals of reform which 


have been informally brought under 
discussion between the Spanish minis- 
ter and Secretary Olney are broader 
and more liberal than this decree and 
approach moro nearly to practical 
autonomy, 
imt 
are 
accompanied 


by 
conditions 
which will 
appa- 


rently render their adoption or even 
their consideration by the insurgents a 
matter of impossibility. / .1 in the case 
of the ten years' war, Spain insists, as 
a preliminary to negotiation, that the 
insurgents shall first lay down their 
arms, as it is against the dignity of the 
Spanish crown to treat v-.-Uh armed 
rebels. The Cuban leaders assert that 
when they complied with similar con- 
ditions in 1878, in order to secure the 
reforms pledged to them by Martinez 
Campos, the pledges then made were 
chiefly left unfulfilled, and emphati- 
cally decline to be again deceived in 
like manner. Consequently the prof- 
fered measure of reform is likely to 
fall to the ground as far as Cuba is 
concerned, 
though 
some 
similar 


provisions may probably be tendered 
to Puerto Rico, where no rebellion ex- 
ists. Nothing in the suggested plan, 
as it now stands, holds out any pros- 
pect of a speedy termination of tha 
war. • 


Gen. I.ee May Not Act for Month*. 


Private advices received here from 


Havana indicate that the hopes which 
were at first expressed that the ap- 
pointment of Gen.* Fitzhngh Lee as 
consul general to Havana might open 
up some way of adjustment have died 
away. It is doubted whether Gen. Lee 
will be able to take up his new duties 
for months to come. This is the be- 
ginning of the most deadly sickly sea- 
son in Cuba. The cares and worries 
of responsibilities of the office of consul 
general at Havana to an unacclimated 
man of Gen. Lee's physique, it is said, 
would be likely to bring on an attack 
of yellow fever, the chances of recov- 
ery from which might be doubtful. 
He could not take refuge in the moun- 
tains because the hundreds of alleged 
naturalized American citizens who are 
clamoring for protection and repara- 
tion from Spain would render such an 
escape impossible. Friends of Gen. Lee, 
who have been long residents in Cu ba, 
are said to have written to him strongly 
dissuading him from attempting to 
take up his duties until the rainy 
season is over.

The passage of the general deficiency 
bill takes the last of the general ap- 
propriation bills out of the hands of 
the house. In the consideration of the 
general deficiency bill a prolonged do- 
bate was occ-asioned by the paragraph 
appropriating S8;>0,o6o to supply a 
deficiency in the collection of tho cus- 
toms revenues. 
The 
action of the 


secretary of the treasury in increasing 
the customs force at New York was 
criticised by Mr. Hepburn, rep., Iowa. 
This increase was due, according to 
Mr. Dingley, rep.. Me., to the change 
from specific to ad valorem duties 
made by the Wilson-Gorman act. A 
general comparison of the tariff laws 
of 1890 and 1894, both as to the reve- 
nue produced by them and tho cost of 
collecting the same, and a comparison 
of the appropriations of the past four 
congresses made a lively debate, which 
lasted nearly three houra.

Those awarded to 


American exhibitors will be ready for 
delivery within the next ten days 01 
two weeks at the farthest, and the 
shipments to England, France, Russia, 
Spain, Italy and other foreign coun- 
tries will be ready for delivery to their 
respective diplomatic representatives 
here within the next month. The 
medals and diplomas are said to be far 
superior in point of artistic merit tQ 
any ever before issued by any govern- 
ment on a similar occasion.

Officials »t Havana. 


Havana, April 21.—Gen. Melquizo 


reports that his command has dispersed 
parties of rebels near Jaruco, province 
of Havana. The rebels lost ten killed 
and the troops six wounded. The g-un- 
boat Centinels fired upon a party of 
rebels who ivcre attacking a bout car- 
rying supplies at Estero, near Man/.a- 
nillo. Nine men forming part of the 
boat's crew of thirteen were disabled 
by the fire of the rebels. In a further 
engagement up the river between tho 
rebels and the gunboat five more Span- 
iards were wounded. The rebel loss is 
supposed to have been heavy. The 
trial of Julio Sanguily, who is said to 
have boen implicated in the kidnapping 
of Fernandez de Castro, a rich planter, 
will be held on Thursday before the 
supreme court in this city. De Castro 
obtained his release by paying a ran- 
som of $20,000. Many fires in the cane 
fields are reported from the provinces 
of Havana and Matanzas. There have 
been frequent fires recently i» stores 
in Matanzas. Incendiarism was sus- 
pected and an investigation led to the 
arrest of the owners of the stores. 
The buildings and stocks wore heavily 
insured and the men arrested are 
charged with starting the fires in order 
to obtain the insurance money. Juan 
Urralde San Martin, who was arrested 
in Spain on tho charge of being- the au- 
thor of the robbery perpetrated on 
August Belmont & Co. of New York, 
by means of a forg-ed draft of $24,000 
purporting to be signed by Hidalgo & 
Co., a well known firm of this city, is 
expected to arrive here on the Spanish 
mail steamer due on Friday next.
